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Women share

The Women's Collective -has 
been tentatively awarded half of 
the Free Press’ funds by the Arts 
and Science Undergraduate 
Society executive after winning 


an overwhelming majority at an : 


ASUS open meeting yesterday. 


Most of the 200 students at: 


yesterday's meeting voted in 
favour of a motion put forward 
by the Collective to annul the 
ASUS executive — decision 
awarding the Free Press to 
David Ress and to “award the 
editorship of the Free Press to 


‘the Women's Collective.” ‘The 


Free Press is the official organ 
of the ASUS, 

Shawn Leary, representing 
the Women's Collective, met 
with members of the ASUS 
executive and David Ress after 
the meeting and reached a 
tentative ‘“two-paper” solution 
for the’ Free Press. This 
agreement calls for two sep- 


arate papers, one edited by the : 


Collective and the other by 
David Ress, to be ‘published 


‘alternatively with a minimum: 
budget of $3500 each. The: 


‘ASUS executive will meet next 


Tuesday and present a definitive: 


proposal to the Collective for 


‘ratification. 


“We believe that this agree- 
ment is the best one possible 
for all concerned,” said Mark 


~Chodos, ASUS President. “Our 


whole argument from the 
beginning has been that the 
Free Press-is ‘an official 
publication of the ASUS and has 
to be accessible to all Arts and 
Science students. Ress's paper 
will fulfill that function. As well, 
the Women's Collective made it 
clear that there is a real need for 
a women's paper on the McGill 
campus and their newspaper 
will fulfill that function.” 

The women's group con- 
tested the October 10 decision 
of the ASUS naming David Ress 
as editor, calling it “sexist and 















undemocratic”. ASUS executive 
said the original decision was 
made because “it seemed 
explicit that the women would 
not produce an open paper.” 
The collective hopes to have a 
completely female staff running 
the Free press so that women 


‘would have a vehicle:to Inform 
-the= community. of women’s 


Issues and “learn the business 
and <technicalities of running 
such a large enterprise.” 

. The statement read by the 
Collective at the open meeting 
explained that the nature of the 
editorial board was to enable 
them to “combat sexism in 


‘society. We don’t want to be 


faced with the problem of 
combatting it within our own 
group.” 

Leary sald that she was 
pleased that “we won't have to 
continue with this antagonism. 
Up to now all our energies have 
been directed to getting the 
paper,” she said; “but now we 


can get down to the business of 


putting It out." 


Ress sald that he hopes to 
have the first Issue of his paper 
out within the next two weeks.

“It was a fiasco," sald Mark 
Chodos, President of the ASUS, 
referring to the open meeting 
held yesterday. “It was the most 
disorganized group | have ever 
seen. | was banging my head 
against the wall the entire 
time.” 

The open meeting, which 
took place In a state of bedlam, 
was held: to decide the 
editorship of the ASUS news- 
paper, the Free press. After. 
waiting half‘an’hour for the 
microphones to be set up and 
hearing Invectives thrown : ar- 
ound as the Chairman, Arts 
Vice-President Phil Vitone; tried 
to figure out the correct 
procedure to follow, the stu- 
dents at the meeting voted in 
favour of giving the editorship 
of the Free Press to the 
Women's Collective. 

After the vote, Chodos sald 
that “I don't think we're going.to 


abide by the decision of this- 


open meeting,” but: later an: 
agreement to split the paper 
between David Ress, the ASUS 
executlve’s choice, and the- 
Women's Collective was. 


‘reached. The groups will take. 
turns putting the paper out. 


The meeting, filled with 200 
highly charged students, al- 
most turned into a brawl when 
one male student started 


-cursing at a member of: the 


Women's Collective, 

Vitone struggled to maintain 
order, threatening to throw out 
one of the “chicks, | mean 
ladies”, who kept demanding 
that the meeting get underway. 
“Disorder of the meeting and 
the onus for the absolute chaos 
falls solely on the shoulders of 
the ASUS executive,” Peter 
Garber admitted. “The chairman 
did not know what he was 
doing.” | 

Vitone sald that he had known 
for a few days that he was to be 
chalrman of the open meeting 
but that he “didn’t have time to: 


to rise freely. 

He sald that the Progressive 
Conservative party under Robert 
Stanfleld was defeated In the 


last federal election because It 


advocated controlling both 
wages and prices. 

Speaking generally about the 
history of the trade: union 
movement in Canada, Lipton 
suggested that government 
intervention in breaking strikes 
has weakened the power of the

‘University of Montreal stu- 
dents demonstrated to-protest 
the $90 parking fees Imposed by 
the administration — $45 higher 
than last year’s fees. Fighting 
broke out in which a student, 
Robert Content, and the cam- 
pus parking supervisor Luc 
Turgeon, who was being held by 
the demonstrators, were In- 
jJured. It was allegedly : in 
response to the danger caused 
by the fighting that the “special 
agents” were hired.

Last week, students Identi- 
fled five of the security guards 
who had fought them at the 
demonstration as professional 
wrestlers.

Garcia, the 30 year old woman 
who shot and killed a man who 
she says helped to rape her, has 
been convicted of second de- 


gree murder and sentenced to 


five years to life in prison. Her 


lawyer, Charles Garry plans to : 
appeal the verdict. 


Women supporters in the 


crowded courtroom screamed- 


when Judge Stanley Lawson 
imposed sentence, They said it 
was an example of the way 
rape 
cases, 

Garcia admitted on the stand 


that she had- killed Miguel . 


Jimenez, saying; “I! killed the 
son of a bitch and | wish | had 
killed the other. The only thing 


“is that I’m sorry | missed Luis 


(Castillo, the accused rapist). 


Garcia’s ordeal 
March 19 at her home in Sole- 
dad, California which she 
shared with her 11 year old son 
and a roomate Fred Madrano. 
Castillo and his friend, the 300 


pound Jimenez came to call on 


Madrano and while waiting for 
him: began to drink. à 

When Madrano arrived, Gar- 
cla says, they began taunting 
him and finally beat him up. 
Then she told the-two to get out 
of her house and when she 
stepped out to see if they had 
gone, they pulled her behind the 
house where Jimenez beat her 
and Castillo raped her. 

In a state of shock and 
hysteria Garcia got out her .22 


‘calibre rifle and went out 
-looking. for them. She found 


them>a half hour later, again 
beating up, Madrano who had 


> gone for help. When ;Jimenez 
7 saw her, she says he threw a 
= knife at her. She fired — killing 


him; but missing Castillo. 

| Because of. the half hour 
lapse between the rape and the 
prosecution. main- 
tained it was “an open and shut

defense. The prosecution even 
claimed it was “preposterous to 
believe” a rape took place “in 
full view of everyone” outside of 
Garcia's house. 

Earlier In the trial one of the 
jurors was quoted as saying that 
“a guy who rapes someone isn't 
trying tokill her. He's just trying 
to screw her and give her a good 
time.” ; 

Garcia's defence was based 
on the contention that she was 


-defending her virtue and was 


under. great emotional strain 
after the rape. Garry maintained 


there “is an unwritten law that. 
allows a woman to take the law 


Into her. own hands to protect 
her integrity.”

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ASUS reveals sexism 


The ASUS executive announced yesterday that a tentative 
agreement of a “two-paper” Free Press editorship has been 
reached. Though this arrangement has been well received by all 
parties directly concerned with the Free Press, the ASUS 
executive's sudden compromise should be examined. 

Over the past few weeks, the ASUS executive has repeatedly 
claimed that “sexism never entered Into our decision.” 

The executive's behaviour at yesterday's open meeting, 
however, completely disproved that statement. The fact that the 
executive treated the meeting and the women’s Issue like a big 
joke was clear in the way it was so poorly planned and the 
arrogance some of the executive members showed when 
‘speaking to the women at the meeting. 

There Is no call for referring to a woman speaker as a “chick” or 
telling a woman heckler to “fuck off”. The incompetence with 
which the meeting was held and the arrogance towards women is 
ample evidence that the ASUS executive's original decision to

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UN blockades Namibia 


This is the second part of an 
article on foreign Involvement in 
Namibia [South West Africa]—a 
country which is __ illegally 
occupied by the racist South 
African regime. The first part 
dealt with United Nations’ 
attempts to stop South Africa 
from exploiting Namibia's 
people and resources—and how 
these efforts have been sabo- 


taged by certain countries who 


continue to invest In Namibia 
[Canada Included]. The article is 
based on an Interview with Sean 
MacBride, Assistant Secretary 
of the UN, Chairman of the UN 
Council for Namibia, and the 
1974 Nobel Peace Prize winner.

Court of Justice (ICJ) handed 
down a ruling which called for

UN blockade of Namibia 

To discourage foreign in- 
vestment in Namibia the United 
Nations Council for Namibia 
drafted a. decree last month 
which calls for a total blockade 
of goods coming from Namibla, 
It also declares. that all 
investment activities in Namibla 
must be approved by the 
Council; all investors already in 
the country with licenses 
approved by South Africa are 
there Illegally; and any natural 
resources taken from Namibla 
without the permission of the 
Council will be impounded and 
“held In trust for the people of 
Namibia.” 

Sean MacBride has been 
given full powers for. ensuring 
that the provisions of the decree 
are enforced, but judging from 
past experience it seems highly:

possible to see that Montreal 
outstrips Toronto, catches up 
with New York, and at the very 
least by the turn of the century 
has~6,000,000 residents.

Investment ‘will go on in 
Namibia until the day South 
Africa Is forcibly removed from 
the territory. . 

MacBride himself admits 
this, “South Africa cannot keep 
Namibia,” he said, “and it 
knows this better than |. Already 
it is beginning to reassess its 
position.” MacBride notes that 
the victories of liberation forces 
in Angola and Mozambique had 

a “tremendous impact on the 
South African regime.” 

The victories have also been a 
great morale booster to libera- 
tion forces fighting in Namibia 
under the direction of the South 
West African People's Orga- 
nization (SWAPO) and its 
military arm—the People's Lib- 
eration Army of Namibia 
(PLAN). SWAPO has made great 
gains in the past few years in 
organizing the Namiblan peo- 
ple, especially workers, against 
the repressive “pass laws" and 
the hiring system in effect in the 
urban areas. 

The South African regime has 
reacted to the recent victories 
by beefing up its troop strength 
In Namibla, especially along the 
Caprivi Strip, a hundred mile 
Stretch of land In northern 
Namibla. It was originally drawn 
up by German colonisers as an 
escape route from Namibia to 
Zambia. MacBride estimates 
there are 10,000 South African 
troops in Namibia. The regime 
has also stepped up 
repression of political activists,

To further stem resistance, 
the whites are continuing to 
shuttle masses of the black 
population into “homelands” 
under the Odendaal Proposals 
for “separate development.” 
MacBride sees this tactic as 
“the cornerstone of South 
African policy—divide 
rule’ By making the: black 
population landless (—more 
than 90 per cent .of Namibian 
land Ils owned by Whites—) and 
dependent on the whites for 
farmland, the black population 
can be held at the mercy of the 
whites, although not forever as 
some whites would like to think. 

US “Tar baby” backs regime 

The United States has also 
been unnerved by the victories 
in the Portuguese territories and 
Is evidently willing to back up 
the. South African regime 
against liberation struggles In 





real. We hope that by 1984 no 
rivers in Quebec will remain 
undammed, and no water will be 
wasting away to the sea. 

We intend without delay to 


launch a fund-raising drive, and . 
to that end to approach for. 
. Support the presidents of the 


Royal, Montreal and Toronto-

The academic and adminis- 
trative: atmosphere at McGill 
University is not conducive to 
environmental studies or other 
programs that. Involve inter- 
disciplinary synthesis or analy- 
sis of real world problems that 


- transcend traditional academic 


disciplines. 

Like most universities; Mc- 
Gill encourages : neither. the 
student: nor the staff member 
who seeks a unified view of'a 
large problem because. such 
searching tends to be adminis- 
tratively messy and threatening 
to the Intellectual security of 
some staff members. At McGill 
the problem is made worse by a 
legacy. of Dickensian  petty- 
foggery that is reflected in the 
maze of course and degree 
requirements’so characteristic 
of-the university. It fs also 
reflected = in the jealously 


- guarded Departmental. prog- 


. 


= 


rams. La 
McGill demeaning to students 
Far from offering the enter- 
prising student an‘ educational 
smorgasbord, the many de- 
partmental programs of this 
university. : (Major, _ Honours, 
Joint Honours, etc.) often get in 
the way of free inquiry and 


preparation for the outside 


world. The tangled web of 
Internal course” and degree 
requirements does not allow for 
much educational straying. 
One of the least edifying 
sights at McGill University is 
that of students timorously 
wandering from department to 
department making sure they 
are complying with: course 
requirements. While all: this 
supplication may be ego 
boosting to some, it is certainly 
demeaning to the students. It is 
also educationally stupid be- 
cause it should be common- 
place that If students are to be 
encouraged rather than dis- 
couraged, made to relax ‘rather 
than. tense up, they will grasp 
more and produce more. | 
At: McGill, students are 
forever fretting over getting into 
courses Instead of: wondering 


*how:to get out of courses with 


their Intellectual -integrity ‘and 


= 


self-esteem reasonably .intact. 
Newcomers to McGill often 


describe our students. as 
“cowed.” Who wouldn't be 
cowed stepping across a 


‘veritable -minefield of Univer-: 


sity, Faculty, School, Depart- 
mental, Honours, Major and 
course requirements, where one 
misstep can result in costly 
administrative blowups? 

It is worth considering that 
one university that has been 


producing “environmentalists” 


for.many decades was founded 
on the nineteenth century Ideal 
of “Wissenschaft,” In the 
Humboldtian sense of unified 
knowledge. To this day, this 
university (Johns Hopkins) 
remains .remarkably unstruc- 
tured. The environmentalists 
produced by this unversity were 
mostly the unintentional by- 
product of a more modest goal, 
that of producing graduates 
with a unified view of the 
physical landscape (land, wat- 
er, plants, and the human 
impact thereon). This is a 


reasonable goal because the. 


“landscape” ‘is a system that 
has. to be understood as a 
functioning whole. This goal 


was- achieved. by. the simple. 


device of letting students 


wander freely among three main 
departments (Sanitary Engin- 
eering, including Limology, 
Geology and Geography). The 
problem created by the occa- 
sional student lost in the course 
was accepted in return for the 
benefits of having the occa-. 
sional student fired up by an 
insight into the connections 
among the most seemingly 
disparate phenomena. 

McGill: Administrative maze 

A basic problem at McGill Is 
precisely an inordinate fear of 
“creative chaos” or deliberate 
administrative sloppiness that 
allows students to explore 
and—yes, get lost. The Ironic 
thing at McGill is that we are so 
over structured that students 
still get lost, -but in an 
unproductive way, as_ they 
waste- their energies finding 
their way through administra- 
tive mazes rather than Intellect- 
ual ones. The student is not the 
only victim. It. would be 
interesting to do a comparative 
study of faculty time spent on 
administrative matters at this 
university as opposed to others. 
So long as this state of affairs 
persists, environmental studies 
will always have a hard time of it 
at McGill, just as it has had a 
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difficult time in the five odd 
years since the subject was 
brought: up. We should also 
labour under no illusions that 
this university will produce 
people with brilliant insights 
into complex causal relation- 
ships. 

No one jis arguing for a 
system that allows poets to take 
courses In nuclear physics and 
vice-versa. After all, the ap- 
proach now being advocated is 
simply to take advantage of 
existing programs so as not to 
waste time and energy on 
administrative matters, espe- 
clally revising degree requlre- 
ments. But. even this modest 
goal will not be achieved unless 
there is a basic commitment on 
the part of departments and 
schools concerned to encour- 
age environmentally oriented 
students. That Is the plea. 
Unless we have this commit- 
ment (if nothing else, stop 
making students in Joint 
Honours feel like educational 
pariahs, or “promising” stu- 
dents from: outside the depart- 
ment, school or faculty that 
they are going to flunk, as now 
occurs all too frequently), the 
Committe@ on Environmental.

Superpowers “contend and collude” for Palestine 


The October War of 1973 is a 
memorable event for both the 


“Arab fighting people on the one 
- hand, and their: “invincible” 


zionist .enemy, the tool of 


aggression of the two super- 


powers in the Middle East, on 
the other hand. The October war 
showed concretely that the Arab 
people are capable of scoring 
victories against zionism when 
they rely on theirown forces and 
unite on the battlefleld to fight. 


The zionists showed that with: 


all the financial support and 
modern military equipment: of 
the US, and all the manpower 
provided by the USSR, they 
were unable to hold on to the 


territories of the Arabs that they. 
occupied, ! in 1967, and fulfil 


their role in the Middle East: To 


save their zionist puppets from 


total collapse, the two imperial- 
ist powers colluded to impose 
ceasefires on the Arab people to 
stop their fighting. — 


At the heart of the war In the 


- Middle East is.the contention 
and collusion of the US and the 


Soviet Union. While, at the heart 
of peace, Is the restoration of 


the national rights of the 
Palestinian people. What does 
this mean? | | 


Firstly, the US and the USSR, 


as part of thelr imperialist 
designs to divide and control 
the world, are contending and 


- colluding for. the Middle East. 


Palestine, a small country, Is 
the 
crossroads of Asia, Africa, 
Latin America and Europe. For 
this reason, the two super- 
powers, who are constantly 
seeking tocontrol the economy, 


resources and labour power of 
the people of these areas, are 
doing their best to maintain the 
existence of an artificial, for- 
elgn zionist settler state in Pal- 
estine. The creation of the zion- 
ist state of Israel In 1948; was 
the creation of a tool by US 
Imperialism for the purpose of 


gaining a base of aggression: 


against the Arab people. Also, 
to use this base to control the 


countries of Asia, Africa and. 


Latin America. 


Since 1948, the zionists have 
been totally dependent on U:S. 


Imperialism for-thelir.economy, 


their.military machine, and their 
very existence. Today they are 
also dependent on the export of 
immigrants by the Soviet Union. 
Since the early 1960s the Soviet 
Union has been steadily: in- 
creasing the number of Soviet 
immigrants to the zionists. The 
Russian government and the 


U.S. have worked out adeal with 


the U:S. on October 18th of this 
year, whereby the USSR will 
supply the zionists. with a 
minimum of 60,000 Soviet 


> immigrants per year; In  ex- 


‘change for “favoured. nation 
status” In trading with the U.S, 
Like the US, the main interest of 
the Soviet Union Is to maintain 
the zionist state of Israel in the 
Middle East. On’ September 


24th of this year, Soviet Foreign: 


Minister Gromyko, said in-the 
UN: General. Assembly, “We 
stand In favour of Israel existing 
and developing as an inde- 
pendent sovereign state.” At the 
same time the Soviet Union 
claims to “support” the Arab 
people, 

Secondly, when the zionist 
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state of Israel was created by US 
imperialism, the national rights 
of the Palestinian people were 
totally usurped by the zionist 
settlers. All the Palestinians’ 
lands and means of production 
were confiscated in the hands of 
the zionist settlers,’ and the 
Palestinian people were de- 
prived of-their homeland and 
national rights. Since then, the 
zionists have pursued the 


_national subjugation of the 


Palestinian people and carried 
out wars of aggression against 
the neighbouring Arab: sov- 
erelgn states and people. In 
1965 the Palestinian people 
organized themselves and 
launched a systematic armed 
struggle for the restoration of 
their national rights. This 
restoration means’ the expro- 
priation of the lands and means 
of production usurped and now 
in the hands of the zionist 


-settlers, by the’ Palestinians. 


For, this is the restoration of the 
Palestinians’ national rights. 


At present, the Palestinian 
people are fighting under the 
glorious banner of the Palestine 
Liberation: Organization (PLO), 
which enjoys the popUlar 
support of the Palestinian 
masses, the entire Arab people 
as well as the oppressed people 
and nations of the worid, who 


_all have the same enemy, US 


imperialism and Soviet social- 
imperialism (imperialism — in 
deeds, socialism In words: 
policy of the Soviet Union since 
1956). While the PLO continues 
its Successful struggle for the 


total liberation of Palestine, the 


two superpowers are. con- 
cocting more “peaceful” and 


_gagement” 


East. 


“political”: solutions to put :a 
stop to the national liberation 
struggle of the Arab people. 
Both superpowers might want 
to use the Geneva Conference, 
but for differing purposes, as 
one of those “peaceful” sol- 


“utlons of ‘theirs. The’ US has 


been favouring private “disen- 
plans. between 
themselves and the Arabs, 
since the October war. ‘They are 


doing this In the hope of: 


gathering the Arab countries at: 
Geneva and-forcing them to 
recognize zionism en bloc, and 
achieve “peace” In the Middle 
The USSR: wants to 
restore the situation of no-war 
no-peace, as It was before 
October, because during that 
period, the Arab people were 
tiled down by -the Soviet 
social-imperialists who  pro- 
duced propaganda showing that 
they were the “friends” of the 
Arab people, that they would 
supply them with weapons, and 
that ‘the Arab: people were 
incapable of anything ‘unless 
they had the support of the 
Soviet Union. If Geneva takes 
place, the USSR will “back up” 
the PLO, only to block US plans 
to have total “peace”, and to 
restore the situation of no-war 
no-peace that was terminated 
by the October war. The PLO 
will only go to Geneva if there is 


an amendment to resolution 242? 


that it must recognize the 
national rights of the Palest- 
Inlan people. The recent trips of 
Kissinger to the Middle East 
were for the purpose of finding 
allies that would go to the Arab 
Summit on October 26th of this 
year and push for the US line. 
That line Is: ignoring the Palest- 


inlan people and their rights to 
the West Bank territory, and 
working for the recognition of 
zlonism by the Arabs. But US 
attempts have failed miserably. 
The PLO has been recognized as 
the sole representative of the 
Palestinian people and is the 
spokesman ofall the Palest- 
inlans in occupled Palestine, : 
the Gaza, and the West Bank of 
the Jordan River. The PLO will 
continue its struggle to estab- 
lish a national authority in the 
West Bank as a first step to the 
total liberation of all of 
Palestine, and Is the spearhead 
and leader of: the entire Arab 
people. 

Based on the actions of the 
two superpowers and theirtool, . 
zionism, one can see clearly 
that their. contention and 
collusion is the cause of war in 
he Middle East. The basis of 
peace in the Middle East, Is 


. smashing this tool (zionism) of 


the two imperialists and. is 

nothing less than:the restor- 

atlon of the national rights of 
the Palestinian people. |
